With Critic Kayser

Symphonie des Allepoochie, in E 
Minor, by Rimsky-Horsekow. This 
monumental work tells the tale of 
Pietro, the peasant boy who, being 
jilted by his sweetheart and bein 
too young to appreciate his goo 
fortune, jumped from the top of the 
Empire State Building with intent 
to do himself bodily harm. 

tremendous opening chord for 
full orchestra indicates his plunge 
from the edge; and there comes an 
onrush of accellerated melody as 
he picks up speed. Then for the 
next thirty minutes are heard some 
of the most sublime passages in 
the literature of music. 


PLENTY OF BRASS 


The brasses intone a solemn 
lamentation, assisted now and 
then by the bassoon, a member of 
the ancient cuspidor family, which 
emits the plaintive wail of a 
broken heart. At one point there 
is a hush, and the piccolo raises 
its voice - it is the shriek of a 
typist as she sees a strange man 
passing the window. Then, almost 
imperceptibly a sinister theme 
begins to emerge: so gently, so 
deftly is it introduced that if you 
are asleep you will scarcely notice 
it. It tells us that the peasant’s 
grief is now being augmented by 
anxiety; his mixed emotions are 
represented by a superb combina- 
tion of arpeggios and spiccati that 
needs only orecsdiah to make it 
edible. In steady crescendo it 
mounts to the climax - a difficult 
solo for the Bass Drum, (an in- 
Strument of great antiquity and 
intelligence). The First sMfowciient 
ends with a delightful pause, leav- 
ing the peasant near the eighteen- 
th floor. 


TOO LITTLE AND 


TOO LATE 
The Second Movement is a 
dramatic change of mood; the 


music here is haunting, lovely, 
exquisite. The young woman who 
jilted Pietro has relented. She 
appears on the street below and 
azes up at him with shining eyes 
that speak of love. “I shall come 
back to you,’’ they seem to say, 
(although some authorities think 
she means she will be down there 
when he arrives). An intricate 
melodic pattern in the background 
tells of the honking of auto horns, 
and of a cop telling the girl to get 
out of the street. 

And now the French horns por- 
tray the peasant’s feelings of 
relief and exhaltation as he re- 
cognizes his sweetheart and com- 
rehends that a reconciliation has 

een effected. 

When that theme fades, leaving 
only the throbbing of muted strings, 
we sense that he has changed his 
plans about self-destruction. We 
also feel a profound conviction 
that he ought not to delay much 
longer in putting them into execu- 
tion, for he is now opposite the 
mezzanine, and upside down. 


HERE’S THE PUNCH 


As, all the world knows, the 
Third Movement was never written; 


one of the reasons being that the 
gifted composer died. A thorough 
search of his lodgings was under- 
taken but no manuscript was found 
that would throw any light on how 
the peasant got out of his predica- 
ment. 

So, as the piece ends with the 
lilting duet of the cymbals, the 
unfortunate youth is hoverin 
downward in mid-air, unable to 
obtain food, while the repentent 
girl gazes up at him like a Carmel 
yoke] admiring the tall buildings 
in Seaside.
